Tlie\ wfre 1 
trayed, however, by a Im.v. whom tliey 
had employixl to point out the graves 
Ihey wanted and as soon as they bo 
gan operations, they wore ordered to 
hold up their hands. Insteadyof obey- 
ing they ran, and a volley Whs fired. 
One colored man was killed and one;

"Later, another committee appoint- 
ed in 1887 under a joint resolution to 
investigate a charge made by a citizen 
of Simjison county, had addressed to 
it a comnmnioation from Dr. Cook, 
embodying almost identically the 
same allegations tlmt were in his 
'minority reiwrt' eight years previous- 
It'. This committee, composed of 
Senator Wallace, of Laurel, and Rep- 
resentatives Neebit, of Bath, GtxMiloe, 
of Jlason, and Bhikey, of Logan, af- 
ter looking into<(lu< matter contempt 
uously dismis.se<l it, saying: 'We ex- 
amined tho charges inoJe by Dr. 
Cook, and, iiuding tliat they had been 
investigated by a committee of a pre- 
vious Legislature, we gave them no 
further attention.' I respectfully refer 
to the reports made by these commit- 
tees in 1880, 1886 and 1887 for con- 
firmation of what 1 havesaitl. 

"Taking in iletail Dr. Cook's letter 
to y}u: The suggestion that you 
were not allowed ns see any one out- 
side of a chosen few is too puerile for 
remark. That the General Assembly 
is advisLHl as to what should bq appro- 
priated for the Limatic Alnriums 
of the Commonwealth is, I take it, 
conceded. The Western Asylum is 
supixirttnl on exactly the same basis 
as tile other two. As to the olK.'o of 
Supervisor, 1 dare say that outside of 
Kentucky— I am not advised or in- 
formed as to it now — there are not 
half a d'i;ren asylums in this ooontiy 
in which this ollice does not exist. 
Tho salary of my son in that position 
was not $1,000, but less than half of 
it. ^Hiat of hia wife as housekeeper is 
1300 instead of fVXI. The other of- 
ficos spoken of are created by the 
Legislature and their salaries fixed 
by it 

"You are informed that the head 
carpenter get* |,"r dav : this is true. 
Of his assistants, iii>ti'ail of a 
day each, one gets $'M a month and 
tlie other $1 a day. 

"Dr. Cook says : 'Dr. Iio<lnmn had 
some years since all the money ap- 
liropriated by the State taken out of 
the Bank of Hopkinsvilleaud put in 
tho Trice bonk? I have never con- 
trolled a dollar of money Imlonging 
to the Asylum nor sugfjested a deiHjs- 
itory for one six-piMiee. 1 have ni'ver 
niudo thousands of dollars out of the 
.isyluin's money, nor asinjjle cent. 

My private alfairs, I take it, are 
not proper subjects for public coin 
ment. Again Dr. Cook savs: 'Dr. 
Rodman had his "castle" built by the 
Asylum' oorpenters.' If this means 
that my house was built by a carpen- 
ter who was paid by the AKvlum. it is 
a lii', pure and sinqih'. The certificate 
of Mr. Salter, tho carpenter who did 
this work is enclosed. I was, as Su 
perintendent of the Western Kent uc 
ky Lunatic Asylum, entitled to com 
fortably furnished quarters for mys.'lf 
and family, by direct provision of law. 
Not one-third of the property in my 
house was tho .SUte's property. All 
the more expensive articles were my 
own. When my term of olHce expired 
two of the Ijoard of Commissioners 
and the Steward were directoil to value 
such things as I wanted, and allow 
me to kiH'p and par for them at their 
valuation. This I did to thi> amount 
of probably $(KX). I hold tho rweipt 
of the Steward for the money. 

"In 1886 the Legislature '|>assed an 
act authorizing the .Su|)<>rintendent of 
the Western Kentucky J..uuHtie Asy- 
lum to reside in the city of liopkins- 
ville. .Some time tlioreafter 1 ixcu- 
pied my house in this city, and did so 
until my retirement from the Super- 
intendency of the Asylum. I sup- 
posed that under the law giving me 
quartets for myself and tomuy I was 
entitled to a reasonable rental for it. 
Supported, as I think, by the opinion 
of the Attorney Oenenl, I had placed 
before the Board of Commissioners 
an account for what I thoiight due. 
The records were open to Inspector 
Miller. In commonting upon that 
part of them which refers to the trans- 
action ho remarked that in bis judg- 
ment I was not entitled to pay for tho 
us<> of the house. Thereivas no 'rum 
pus.' no suggi'stion of my 'wanting 
tlie earth.' U|K>n learning his views 
I consulted my attorney, who agreed 
with Mr. Miller. Since that time the 
matter has not iM'en nii'ntioned. If it 
is ri;,'lit for in,' to 1»' paid a reasonable 
amount fur the use of the dwelling I 
should certainly want it; if uot right 
I as certainly do not want it. 

"Dr. Cook again says; The com- 
mittee should inquire into this Dr. 
BuUmuu, who, although no longer 
Superintendent, soeina still to have a 
finger in the pie, and viaite tho insti- 
tution.' I confess that now and then 
I visit tho Asylum. 1 further coutras 
that 1 h.ive an abiding interest in its 
welfare. 1 still further confess that I 
hold friendly rdotions with its officers, 
but say ainoo I have returod I have 
had no jiart in Its goveniniRnt, and in 
nowise dictated its iwlicy. As to that 
large sheet, the pay-roll, if you exam- 
hie it I believe you will find that it 
shows the names of as few persons, 
and at as nvuionabto tstee of wi^m. 
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nient of truth in this allegation is in 
the latter part of. it. This 'minority 
re|K)rt' was fully invt>sti^ted by a 
Legislative committee. The remain- 
der of bis letter has no further claim 
on my attention. 

"I come now to the letter of Wil- 
liam Murray, who makes charges suf- 
iicieutly grave to warrant explanation. 
Murray was attendant in the Aavlum 
D^ian I hod charge of it. I discharg- 
ed him for misconduct and violation 
of miss. Steoameto this city, («- 
moining for a while, then went to Cal- 
ifornia. Since then I know nothjiig 
of him personally. At the time of 
his dismissal he gave me an iutimu- 
tion that I should hoar from him. Of 
the character of tho abuse I had no 
idea,.and gave it no thought. 

"Taking the charges in Murray's 
letter to Ur. Cook m tho onler made 
*Dr. Rodman kept me running two 
wards of between sixty and soveutj- 
patiente for ten months for one mans' 
pay.' This is not true. He had an 
oversight of two wards only from the 
time the attendant m the communica 
ting ward loft until a successor could 
Iw appointed— a short time — possi- 
bly for a few weeks. He was paid for 
his extra time $30. 

" '1 have found men lying on the 
floor dead in tho moming, having 
fallen out of Ix'd during the night in 
the agonies of death." This, 1 1h>- 
lieve, is uot true. Dr. Stone, in his 
stetemeut, says: 'I never heanl of 
patients falling out of bed in the ag- 
onies of death; Imt patients have Ixs'n 
found dt*ad in the uipruin^' from up- 
poploxy or epileutic fiU, and such 
evente occur iu all asylums. For tlie 
number of patients and for the length 
of time, I believe that as few patients 
have died alone in this as any insti- 
tution of like character in the country. 

" 'The only mutilation by lat-bites 
that ever happened aa far as I know 
or ever heard of was in Murray's 
ward. I was absent at the time, but 
upon mv return the circumstance was 
leported to me and looked into. 
Murray told me that the remams 
were uninjured when he went to 
breakfast, but upon his return soon 
after he found that a rat had bitten a 
small place on one eyebrow and an- 
other on the nose. John Connelly 
makes this stetoment with reference 
to this case: "1 hereby certify {hM I 
carefully watched and attended to 
the man alluded to, I suppose, in the 
letter from Mr. Murray to Dr. Cook, 
all night before his death. He ditsi 
iu the morning, and his death was re 
ported to said Murray, who was his

after its occurrence. I further certify 
that wa.s in a coinforlBlile room, 
ua.s lying on a i-Ieaii, well furnished 
bod, and had about him all that was 
necessary for a sick or dyfojr man. 
There was no rat-bite or other mutila- 
tion on him when I left him.' Dr. 
Stone, who had him in charge as 
physician, says in his statement, whioh 
is mdosed: 'I never heard of DKae 
than one ease of this sort occurring 
here, and do not lielieve that then' 
ever was another. This one ix-curred 
in Mr. Murray's ward, as he ac- 
knowledged, in broad, open daylight, 
during his tem^rary alwenco fatnn 
the room in which the corpse lay. 
The area of the skin eaten away was 
very amall, certainly not larger than 
a sUverSklf -dollar, and probably not 
half so large. The remains of pat ients 
are carefully guarded her,', and but 
this one accident of this sort has oc 
curred duriuff the twenty ^ ears of niy 
stay hare; this too, notwitlistandiug 
the fact that it is impossible to effect 
nally keep out rots from any lar^'i 
hiiilding m which there is the attrac 
tioii of two kitohens .and seventeen 
dining rixinis, with pipes- water and 
soil— running in yvooden casings 
throughout, along which they can 
gain access.' To the same effect, Mrs. 
T'ei'k .says: 'I iini matron of the 
Wc-itern Kentucky Lunotio Asylum, 
and have Ihsmi iu the employ 01 said 
asyl'ini for twenty -six years. I saw 
the rciimiiis of . and my attention 
was citllisl to the rat 1 lite on his face. 
I regarded the bite as insignificant, 
and! never knew of auol her patient 
injured by rats or othenvise mutilated.' 

"To quote Murray again: 'Many 
of those violent patients will not wear 
clothing and when the wind is from 
the north tliey aro almost frozen to- 
death, as there is no draft in the Hues 
when the wind is from that quarter.* 
In answer to this I inclose you the 
statement of the engineer, in whieh 
he says; 'All the wards iiave Ijei'ii 
comfortably wanned, aud that part of 
the building occupied by the patients 
under William .Murray's care was ox- 
ceptionalily well heated. I must say 
for Dr. Kiximan that he always said 
that he wanted the building wann, if 
nothing else was done.' 

"To iirotis't the .\syliiin from spite- 
ful aiKl unfoiindtsl attiieks by em- 
ployes who had Isini ilisniis.seil from 
its service for cause, and to arrive 
quickly at a knowledge of any mis- 
conduct which might bo to the detri- 
ment of the patiente, I had for many 
years presented weekly to every per- 
son engaged in its services a paper 
reading thus: 'I hereby declare on 
honor that I know of no patient in 
this Asylum having been niistreatiHl 
or in any way neglected by any utiicer 
or employe. I know of no mlsoombict 
of any onaracter whatever upon the 
part of any officer or employe.^ This 
paper was signed fay Miirnqr on the 
next Monday after entering upon his 
duties, again on the Monday follow- 
ing the case of the rat-bite, and yet 
agam on the VaodMj preoeding his 
dischaise from the Asylum, and on 
every Monday from September 1884, 
until January 7, 1(W9, inclusive. It 
seems to mo that this should Iw an 
estoppel as to William Murray. 

"'These papers I file with this, for 
verification of my stetemeiits ; also the 
opinion of tho Attorney lieneral, the 
statemente of Dr. .Stone Mrs. I'ei-k, 
John Connelly and O. J. .SeiiHbaeh, 
to which I have roferreil. I havefjone 
over the ground rapidly but 1 think 
sufficiently. 

"I H ill ouly add that I hold myself 
in readiness to appear before yonr 
eoniniitti'e, hero or at Frankfort, to 
answer as best I can any charge 
against my olBcial coniliict. I know 
that, as chief uiedieiii oiTirei of Ui^e 
cliiirities for approaeliiiig thirty years, 
I lia\-e made innumerable blunders 
from ignorance and luck of foresight; 
incidente have transpiriHl that gave 
uio the keeu(>st sulTeriiig, and it has 
seemed to me for long periods that no 
day pussinl that did not plant a thom 
in my pillow at night, but I am con- 
soled by the knowledge that I did the 
beet I could, and now ask no man's 
charity for my oHicial acte. 1 want 
justice only.
